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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

2. The IDS filed Aug. 20, 2004 which includes two U.S. patents has been 
considered. 

3. Note attached WO 03/071 1 53 A1 . The references cited therein have been 
considered. 

4. The Abstract of the Disclosure should omit "means" pursuant to MPEP 608.01 (b). 

5. A copy of the Japanese document referred to on paragraph 6 on page 2 of the 
instant specification should be submitted. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or.described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
submitted Nishiyama et al (4226308) in view of JP62-242142 to Hattori et al. 
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Nishiyama et al is directed to protecting and enhanced cooling for a disk brake 
arrangement but does not include the specific use of heat responsive or influenced 
metal or material for adjusting the shield or protector. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to which the invention pertains to replace the protection/shield 
arrangement of Nishiyama et al (308) with a protection/shield arrangement similar to the 
suspension associated devices of Yanagi -or Hattori et al since such modification 
involves replacing one well known type of contaminant protector/shield with equivalent 
types of device which operation in substantially the same manner with the same effect. 
8. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: species A: Fig. 1 ; 

species B: Fig. 2-5; 
species C: Fig. 6. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 appears to be generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
